—The English newspapers report an absence
of all preparations for war st the various
French dockyards, and this fact is considered
significant of the continuance of peace, as it
js sald to be highly improbable that France
would’ make' any warlike movement without

 putking her navy in s conditioh to co-operate
withher land forces, should ocosgion require it.
~ —The Pacific Bailway at the close of 1867,
had been construoted for 650 of ‘tne 1800 miles

. between Omaha and San Francisco. By the

close of 1868, 500 miles more are promised, and
jtis expected that by July 1st, 1870, the loco-
motive will run the entire distauce between
New York and Ban Francisco in six days’ time.
Fiftesn thonsand men are employed in the con-
struction of the Pacifio railways.

—In Boston, an effort is being made by the
leading merchanta to secure-the construction
of what they call 8 “morzinsl street,” which
ja a.plan to connect the various railroads with

_ the harbor, g0 that goods can be at once traxs-
awrred from the cars to shipboard, or vice
versa. The total expanse is estimated at #1,-
000,000, bat by the filling up of shallow places
in the harbor, the city willacquire newland
valned at $8.000,000.

—There havabeed tventy-seven deaths thus
far from the recent sad disaster on the Erie
Bailway, at Port Jervis. Thirieen injured
persons remain st that place, all of them be-

. ing expected to recover, whilst the other
wounded bave been convey-.d to their homes.
The Erie Railway Company has already settled
quite & number of claims for injuries received
in this sccident, the amounta paid ranging
from thirty, dollars a8 high as ten thousand
dollars.

—In France, itis proposed to organize a
system of giguwis where telegraphic wires do
not exist, to spprise each distriet of the coun-
try of the approach of storms, in order that
the arops during harvest may be quickly gath-
ered. A eimilar system is proposed for the
United States by the plan of Professor Wat-
son, at Wushington. Iiis said that at least a
quarter of the aggregate hay and whest crops
of the femperste zons are annually lost by

tempests.

— Tho same tornado which nearly destroyed
the -village of Bhanghai, Lllinois, made itaelf
felt severely six mules west of Muacatine, Iowa,
about thirty miles northwest from Shanghai.
Tt ascendad and descended st sppsrently irre-

gular infervals, moving most of the time above

America: citizens in the late disturbance. He
is supportad in this demand by the French En-
voy, and by tho presence of & portion of the
American and French East Indis fleet.

—Whether the President is removed or not,
says the New York Herald, “it is certain that
this trial is going to bring about a fearful con-
vulsion in the Radical party, and it is very
questionable whether it will not end in such
dire confusion &s to break up the Radical con-
vention at Chicago altogether, and through the
instrumentality of Chase and the conservative
elements of the Republican party, with their
well-developed strength in this trial of John-
gon, spoil all the schemes of the Jacobins and
leave both Wade and Grant out of the line of
succession.”

—Rev. Dr. Bears, as agent for the Peabody
Educstional Fund, hss appropristed $12,000
for the present year to aid exisling schools in
the chief connty towns of Lonisians, on con-
dition that they shall be free to all white chil-
dren. He hasalso assigned$5000 to aid nor-
mal achools or departments, $2000 of the latier
sum being given to the normal school in New
Orleans. The money is to be apportioned by
Mr. R. M. Lusher, the State Superintendent of
Public Instruction, subject to the approval of
Mr, E. A. Bradford, of New Orleans, who isone
of the {rustees of the fund.

—A Washington correspondent says that
the contest between Wade and Colfux for the
Vice Presidential nomination at Chicago is be-
coming very warm and bitter. He thinks
Senator Wilse . will throw them both. Of the
two, Wade seems to be shead. He says:

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General Canby on the Test Uath.

The letter of General Caxpy, sent to
the House.of Representatives by General
GrAxTOD Wednesday last, says that, in his
judgment, some action by Congress will be
needed in order to remove one of the most
gerious impediments that has been raised,
which, in the execution of the Reconstruc-
tion lsws, has grown out of the enfurce-
ment of the provision requiring all sp-
pointees of the District Commander to take
what is known as the test osth. In both
the States of North and South Carolins,
men, sctive and zealous friends of the
Union, and of restoration, have been techni-
cally debarred by this osath from any ofi-
cial participation in the work of reconstruc-
tion, while many others, who would have
taken the onth, have declined to do so from
a sensitive fear that their motives would be
misconstrued. A large number from this
class have been chosen to office af the re-
cent elections, apd the difficulties hereto-
fore encountered again present themselves,
in both States, in grester magnitude. To
continue the disdbilities which exclude
these persons, is to deprive the government
gtill farther of the services of intelligent
and well-disposed men whose technical dis-
qualification is their only fault, and whose
aid is essentially important to the speedy
organization and successful working of the
new Stste governments. The removal of
the disabilities, while it will not jeopardize
any interest which it is the policy of the
Government to conserve and foster, will, in
General Caxny’s judgment, not only meet
the approval of s large majority of the
people of the two Btates, but will disarm
much of the opposition which the new State
governments must expect to encounter, and
contribute generally to the permanent suc-
cess of the work of reconstruction.

The City Government.

The character of a city government largely
depends upon the_qualities of its Mayor,
and, at this critical time, it is ofithe first
importance to place & shrewd, practical and
upright man at the head of our municipdl
affairs. No man who might be elected
would find the post of Mayor either easy
or pleasant. The city is deeply in debt,—
its credit is well nigh exhausted,—its peo-
ple sre inordinately taxed,—its troubles
and dangers seem every day imcreasing.
This is no fancy picture, nor is it one-half
the trutii, and the next Mayor of Charles-
| ton 'must be the possessor of many rare
qualities if he is to redeem our lost pres-
tige and place our city once more on the
high road of prosperity.

The Mayor of Charleston should be the
best and most reliable man in the city; not
chosen for money or name, but because he
is & man of integrity and worth, against
whom slander has nothing to say, and who
is willing to give up all his time and sll his
talent to securing the common good.

Abuses have grown up insensibly in our
midst, and unless they are rooted out there
isno hope for us. The whole system of
municipal governmeut is out of keeping
with the: necessities of the times.
has been no progress but in the amount of
the oity debt, no advancement but in the
rate of taxation, no fortunme but for the
| speculators, who grow rich while the work-

has spent more money than Charleston has,
and no oity has less to show for its expen-
diture. There has been but little life and
less progression, shd unless a man can be
placed at the helm who has experience, hon-
esty and common gense as his pilots,
Charleston will drift.into a state of thor-
ough insignificance, and. derive her only
importance from her natursl trade in sea-
crabs and oysters.

Then, again, it is impossible to say what
emergencies may arise requiring the dis-
play of iron nerve and unshrinking ocour-
age. Charleston wants a living, breathing,
thinking head—not & sign post or & mum-
my. Every leak must be stopped, every
expenditure leading to an increase of debt
must be cut off, the city business must be
done for cash, and not on credit. When the
inorease of debt has been stopped, meas-
ures can be adopted for liquidating our in-
debtedness, and, as the city has within
itself all the elements of success, it is cer-
tain that intelligent and rational govern-
ment will raise her to a high posilion
among her sisters of the South.

It is not enough that the new Mayor may
take the iron-clad oath. Swearing is not
sll-sufficient. The man we want is one who
shall be indubitably eligible, and who will
be prepared, besides, to carzy out such a
vigorous and enlightened system of admin-
istration as will infuse new life into our city
and relieve our people of the burdens which
now weigh them down.

The Marxriage Tie.

The new constitution proposed as the fun-
damental law for this State in the future
contains many innovations, more or less
distasteful to our people; but of all its objec-
tionable features, there is none which good
and thoughtfal men everywhere will so gen-
erally unite in deploring ss that which
opens wide the door to divorce.

There is no more certain sign of the
moral decaderce of & people than the ten-
dency to disregard the sacredness of the
marriage tie. South Carelina, in this re-
| apect, has long held a proud eminence.
The faith plighted at the sltar has been to
her hitherto a boly thing. The good sense
of her legislators has been keenly slive to
the pernicious effect upon public morals
"of any loosening of the obligations of the
marrisge contract. The chivalry of her
gons, the modesty and delioacy of her
daughters, have slike revolted at the ides
of tampering with so sacred a relation.
And the pure and unsullied front which she
has borne in the past has vindicated the
wisdom of purity, and the policy of honor.
